We haye no need to go back to the 
older writer’ on the Law of Nations, to 
establish our rightto seize the dispatches 
borne on the British steamer Trent, nor 
peed we argue that, if dispatches were 
contrabands, the bearers, Mason and Sli- 
dell were liable to arrest. We have the 


Wilkes’s action. In March, 1854, during 
the Crimean War, a remarkable declara- 
tion was issued by the British Government, 
by the Queen. We quote such paris of it 
as are pertinent to our purpose: : 

DECLARATION. —Her Majesty the Queen of 
the Untied Kirgdom of Great Brit iu and 
Irland, having been 127 to take u 
arms in support of ax ally, is desirous of rend- 
ering the war ae little onerous as possible to 
ihe powe 18 whom she remains at peace. 


It ia impossible for her Majesty to forego the 
exercise of ber right of ce'zing articles cost u- 
bend of war, and of neutrals from BEAR- 
ING THE ENEMY’S DISPATCHES, and she 
mut t wah tain the right of a belligerent, t 
neutrals from any effective 

lockade which may be ectsblished with an 
adequste force against the enemy’s harbors, 
ports or coasts. 

This was, as we have said, in 1834 Its 
validity and authority do not depend upon 
the black-letter volumes with which our 
libraries are crammed. It is the deliberate 
expression of the matured opinion of the 
English Government, by the Queen herself, 
during the last decade—the rule of action 
to which she has subjected us, and by 
which, unless war with the United States, 
in the interest of Human Slavery, is her 
desire, her own conduct in the case now 
under discussion, will be regulated. 

The questions now to be determined are 
these: 


I. Were the papers taken from Slidell 
spd Mason, dispatches ? 

IL Are the bearers of dispatches contra- 
band of war liable to arrest, on a neutral 
deck ? 

The Queen’s Declaration which we have 
cited, is a complete answer to the first 
query, and the action of the British Gov- 
trument in a case in point, is the trium- 
phant reply to the latter.
